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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument seems to support the 
reasoning used in para. 5 of the final rejection. Once the user accesses a stored content data file, it seems obvious that this could make 
the storage space available for storage of another content data file. In applicant's terms, it would be obvious to mark said storage space 
for deletion. Whether or not this occurred would depend on the nature of the first content, i.e., whether or not the user wanted to retain it. 

To argue otherwise is to argue that the marking of storage space for deletion is completely unrelated to accessing said storage space. 
The examiner believes that there is a relationship because one would want to know what was in the storage space before deleting its 
contents. 

Consider a physical analogy. If one is aging wine, removal of the wine bottle from its storage space could make the storage space 
available for another bottle, depending on circumstances. For example, the wine could be found upon inspection to be ready for drinking 
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
